1. Transnitted herewith are the following: 


A. A five-page report of 20CDIXS"s interrogation of Harry Alfons 
SUNDVIX on 25 april 1961 


B, A two-page memorandum from S-XDVIK covering yeints ne had forgotten 
during the interrozation 


2. When reading the attached interrogation report, there are a nunber 
of points to be noted. First of all, 3. .5¢.k"s first story was a lie and it 
was only wien he was pressed ty ROOUINS tiat he xade any —a::tion of his meetings 
with KLIAOV. Therefore, tnis story could be only the sscund line of defense’ 
and not a true story of their relationship. Second, ths stery does not attasapt 
to explain why, when SituVIK had a weex orf from work (froa Saiurday, 8 April 


to Sunday, 16 Appil), he only spent the four -iddle days cn ‘iis trip instead

of utilizing the rest of his time. Third, wy aLIbOV persisted until the last 
moment and made arrangements to sea SUNDVIX again socially in aelsinki if he 

had really "lost his grip" to SUNDVIK's superior arguuents and hostile attitude 
as SUNDVIK states. Anyw.y, to say the least, we are not reacy to accept SUNDVIA's 
story as it stands. “e »as been asked to write out in detail, at least five 
single-space typewritten paces, the history of nis contacts with KLINOV. We 
will check this paper against the report in hand, for a sturter, 


3. VALINK/6 is teing kept informad of the details of this case. He 
agrees with ROODIN. that there is a good daal :nore than has teen reveuled so 
far. (By the way, we might mention that this is another casa in which VALI IK /6 
and the help of the VALINK organization have teen invaluable. ‘They nave provided 
full background reports on all concerned, and nave been surveilling SUNDVIK 
off and on ever sincs we expressed our interest in him.) 


4. As far as KLINOV's statements about COSTILLE a: a ROCDINE gop this 
was only to be exv.wted and does not surcrise either ef then, For the history 
of COSTILLE' 3 provious encounters with KLINCV, see ee sl, 20 harch 1961. 
ROODINE MEECGE has never met KLINOV. 


5. The Ambassador, the Counselor, tre Soudey ottteee and the Gemnral 
Services Officer (SUNDVIK's imnediate boss) are aware of this case. The inter~ 
rogation took place.in the Security Ufficer's office. Cnly ROODINS and 3uUDVIK 


were present, but FURSTUSS was in tiie adjoining office listoning through the 
wall, 


6. We still have not figured out exactly tow te hanale- this cage. SULDVIK 
will eventually tu dismissed, tut we would idk kg to Yet aang more information 
before we let go of hin, anyway, since hs cag tacn workiuy at the enibassy
